Broadcasting Corporation, 

Nevertheless, the exchange 
program is not living up to its 
potential. All too many sta+ 
tions have sent us their program 
check lists, only to be disan« 
pointed because they hadn't 
received taved programs, The 
reason for this is that these 
stations have not sent in their 
1200" reel of tape, prerequisite 
to exchange, CBA charges no 
membershiv fee, so at this time 
we cannot anass a large stock of 
blank tavnes for network use,

facilitate our programming, 


CBA PLANS LIVE NET 

It has always been the dream 
in nany of our stations' minds 
to exnand to a live coast to 
coast network.

The three methods are through 
A.T.&T. lines paid for by adver- 
tising, FM radio relay of each 
Fi outlet, and microwave connec- 
tion, Hach has its advantages 
and drawhacks. : 

Vith the expansion of CBA, and 
the willingness of advertisers 
and equipment sources to cooperate, 
a live network becomes more 
feasible. We are now negociating 
for a microwave linkage between 
two or three HKastern stations.

Other projects the staff is now 
working on include develovment of 
an inexnensive 10-20 watt hi-fi 
transuitter., Also a high imped- 
ence control board with 600 ohm 
outout. This is to save money on 
the internal parts while main- 
taining broadcast quality.
